Total of Jobless Decreases 
to 1,972,941; Surprise 
in July

London. Aug- ?•—For the first time 
since before the crisis of 1981, Orest 
Britain has got the number of reg¬ 
istered unemployed below the 2 , 000 - 
000 mark—an elusive goal at which 
the government has aimed annually. 

Figures Issued yesterday showed 
unemployed at 1472.941, a decrease 
of 158.310 compared with July of last 
year. It la th# lowest total since 1930. 

The improvement gives solid 
ground for satisfaction, the Minister 
of Labor declared In an accompany¬ 
ing statement, as seasonal factors 
usually bring about an Increase In 
unemployment at thi# time of the 
year. These have been outweighed by 
more favorable influences, so the fig- 
urea for July are excep tonal In sev¬ 
eral respects.

"It has been known for 
years that you can take young fish, 
freer* them solid end then thaw them 
out, and they will recover entirely. 

He (Dr. Willard) Is the first to do It 
with warm blooded animals. 

, "This experiment makes It possible 
to take a man of. say forty years of j 
age. Inject sodium citrate into Msi- 
blood. freeze him and put him away | 
for a thousand years, as long as he Is j 
kept frozen cold to prevent any 
changes In the body. Then thaw him 
out and he would go on living." 

He explained the sodium citrate 
was necessary to kssp the blood from 
clotting, which, he said, la apparently 
the fatal thing when a person freeara 
to death. He also pointed out s frozen 
animal would have to be kept at s 
very low temperature to prevent any 
bodily changes, and that the thawing 
process must be done very slowly t

SCHOOL FINANCE 

I F THE RECOMMENDATIONS IN THE 
comprehensiva report of Mr. H. B. King, tech¬ 
nical adviser to the Weir-Hart Commission on School 
Finance, are carried out there will be a complete re¬ 
organization of the education system of the province 
■ administration, finance, operation and consequent 
curricular readjustments. Necessarily then recom¬ 
mendations demand the careful study of not only 
the provincial end municipal authorities, but the gen¬ 
eral public which, in the final analysis, is the element 
most directly concerned. 

In general, Mr. King proposes the absorption by 
the government of the cost of education within the 
province, as toon at possible, with the exception of 
interest and sinking fund charges now charged to the 
municipalitiea; that there should; be a provincial tax of 
three to four mills upon all real property; that tha 
personal property tlx on non-municipal property be 
abolished. 

It it recommended that revenue to enable the pro¬ 
vince to carry this additional burden be derived from 
an increase in the income tax of from one to two per 
cent upoo all income now taxable, or from a tales 
tax, or from a combination of both. 

It it proposed that School boards be abolished; 
that the province be divided into education area* ap¬ 
proximating the present inspectorate divisions, each 
to ba administered by a director under the Superin¬ 
tendent of Education. These changes should he 
adopted gradually, starting with the rural school dis¬ 
tricts in unorganized territory, and leaving to the or¬ 
ganized municipalities the option of going into the new 
system whenever they deem it advisable to do to. 

To prevent the intervention of politics! or other 
irrelevant influences in provincial administration, 
especially in appointments, the report proposes an 
Appointments Board of Education officials, while 1 
there should be an Interdepartmental Board'of per¬ 
manent officers representing the Department of Edu¬ 
cation, the Department of Public Works tnd possibly 
the Economic Council to deal with new buildings and 
other expenditures hitherto regarded at being of a 
capital natura. These safeguards would be vital, for 
the political machine would have to be excluded at 
all costs. 

The savin* to the municipalities, with taxation for 
•choot purposes on real property reduced to three mills.

TV King, leader of the Liberal Party of Caaada. 
**ys that dictatorship will end in this country on the 
election of n government over which he will preside— 
as he said at Kingston last night—he assures the public 
that Liberalism is its sure shield against Fascism. Hit¬ 
lerism and Communism. His party will not tolerate 
bureaucracy or dictatorship in any form; its battle 
cry during the coming election campaign will be the 
restoration of responsible government and the full re¬ 
storation of civil liberties which, after all, form the 
essence of real democracy. 

Ia his Kingston speech yesterday, Mr. King sug¬ 
gested that Canadians ask themselves if they wanted 
their country to become a second Italy, a second 
Germany, or a second Russia. There is nothing fan¬ 
tastic about the inquiry Mr. King advocates, m the 


light of the record of the Bennett government during 
the last five years. That record includes th* famous 
"blank cheque" legislation which took away from 
Parliament the right to name the sum In be appropri¬ 
ated for relief purposes from time to time— • procedure 
which was not relinquished even in the war years of 
two decades ago—and vested complete authority in 
the Prime Minister and his cabinet. Here art Tascist- 
Nazi-Conununislic principles rolled into on*. The 
sequel has been relief camps and die dole. 

A similar autocratic course was the makmg of 
tariffs by executive action only. During the early 
Ays of the Bennett regime we had several glaring 
instances of the boomerang effect of uncoosidered tariff 
boosting. Th* famous glass duty directed against 
Belgium to protect a small glass factory in eastern 
Canada would have lost the Dominion a market for 
wheat worth several millions of dollars had the order 
not been promptly rescinded after the cabinet had been 
informed of the economic stupidity of its action. 

Then a potato duty was imposed against certain 
seed potatoes—not potatoes for market—from the 
southern states, which had to be removed because "it 
would have ruined a lucrative business which the 
Maritime Provinces were doing with our neighbor.

These financial provisions, however, are subject 
to circumstances which at present are uncertain. Tha 
Minister of Finance, so far has been indisposed to in- 
ereara income taxation aad probably is of that mind 
still.

They have been die*' 
ctpUned. They have had their sgo deflated. Their selfishness curbed. Their 
spirits humbled. They have been house-broken and domesticated and taught

Young brides and grooms think that marriage Is going to be a picnic, 
and that Ibey are espousing angel* snd lltlle tin gods.
